The cultiyation of a taste for the} 
to the 
higher work of the teacher—that part} 
of our work in which we “‘ minister to) 
the needs of the spirit,” and in which | 
we approach and influence the feelings | 
and sentiments, the most sacred and} 
mysterious part of the child. 

The more thoughtfully we consider 
its effect on the mind and life of the 
pupils, as reflected in their behavior. 
the more imperative becomes the duty 
(not even secondary to supplying their 
intellectual needs) of cultiyating and 
fostering, so far as lies in our power, a 
taste and love for all that is beautiful 
and refining. 

Many children come from homes 
where there is very little attempt at 
the artistic: few pictures, few, if any. 
beautiful books; and even where the 
home enyironment is all that may be 
desired, we cannot estimate the 
influence for good of spending six hours 
apart in pleasing surroundings—in the 
company of objects tastefully arranged, 
of some attractive books, with a priv- 
ilege of handling them, and of pic- 
tures, which, if not expensive works of 
art, are such as appeal to the child and 
gratify his love of color. 

There are so many reasons why 
things should be otherwise~reasons 
affecting ourselves as well as the pupils 
—that one wonders there is a bare 
school-room anywhere. 

Surely we haye enough interest in 
those under our charge to try to make 
their lives brighter and happier, to 
en@eavor to ennoble their daily work ; 
and, regarding it from a sel stand- 
point, we may be assured that what 
we add toachild’s store of happiness 
will make usa return. For, when the 
school-room and all its belongings com- 
mand the admiration of the pupil, the 
result will be a heightened self-respect; 
and the self-respecting pupil will seldom 
come before us as a case for discipline. 

Since it is to the school-room we 
must turn, to a great extent, for the 
cultivating and crengtnenioe: of this 
sense of the beautiful, ite appearance 
should be the teacher's first care. 

Some rooms are old and badly out of 
repair, but are any so bad as to be 
past improying ? 

Perfect order in the disposal of all 
schoolroom apparatus is the first requis- 
ite: neatness and order should charact- 
erize every detail of our arrangements. 
And this careful disposal of all school- 
room material is in itself a silent, but 
very effective, lesson in good taste. 

Next in importance is the coloring of 
the walls. Cold white walls are never 
desirable, and where these exist, the 
teacher should not shrink from the 
duty of agitating a change to some 
soft shade of green or gray that will 
rest the eye, and furnish a suitable 
back-ground for additional embellish- 
ment. 

When these haye been attended to, 
the usefulness of the waste-paper 
basket defined and a screened corner 
for water-pail and lunch-baskets pro- 
vided, the question of decorations pre- 
sents itself. The teacher should secure 
the co-operation of the pupils in this— 
they should understand that the schoo] 
is theirs and not the teacher's. Every 
little effort they put forth to render the 
school-room more attractiye will do 
something toward cultivating-a love 
for the beautiful, anda desire for refined 
and tasteful surroundings. 

Objects will be brought in, but the) 
teacher must decide as to their suit- 
ableness. 

Pictures appropriate for wall-decora- 
tion should be carefully chosen; they 
should be such as will exert an uplift- 
ing, as well as an educative influence ; 
the teacher remembering that what is 
placed there is to become part of the 
child—to influence in some manner his 
character and life. ; 

A beaatiful picture, though in the 
form of a cheap print, when hung 
where all can see it, grows hallowed in 
the eyes of the pupils and brightens the 
room by its presence, This is particu- 
larly the case if it has been disc 
and the deeper truths of the picture 
brought out. We should not pass these 
over on the supposition that pupils are 
too young—they are neyer too young 
to feel yocroen f ; . 

Care should be taken, in the placing 
of pictures, to avoid too rigid uniform- 
ity or stiffness, remembering that there 
is always freshness in variety. 
Tasteful frames can be made of 
ressed leaves and of tinted paper folded

In black-board, as well as in wall 
decoration. we should observe the prin- 
ciple of variety: a pretty spray here 
and there, a piece of colored bordering, 
or a little sketch, containing the 
thought of each season or tide as it} 
comes. is very éffective. 

Bare or untidy black-boards are never 
excusable. Even where space is lim- 
ited some little corner might be reserved 
to embody a bright thought —~eonathing | 
apart from the every-day work. 

Nor should. we forget the teacher's 
desk. With very little trouble on our 
part it becomes in the eyes of pupils, ‘a 
thing.of beauty and a joy forever.” A 
colored blotting-pad. a meat rack or 
tray for pens, a bright picture-book or 
copy of poems and «a bunch of tlowers, 


| will make it a centre of interest for the

ut pictures and decorations do not 
comprise all of the beautiful the school- 
room may take in. 

Think of the opportunity the teacher 
has for cultivating and developing this 
innate taste during the first few min- 
utes in the morning. Could these he 
more profitably spent than in the con- 
sideration of some gem of poetry, or in 
the discussion of a line which bespeaks 
a beautiful life or high purpose ? 

Language and object lessons lend 
themselves readily to this ; also stories, 
where the good is not exactly emphas- 
ized, but presented to the mind and 
imagination to sink in and do its work. 

Music and drawing are potent; also 
suitable literature in the form of prose, 
or of poetry which has been termed the 
breath of beauty. 

And here we might be reminded of 
the /opportunity our age afternoons 
afford for the cultivation of a taste for 
the beautiful. When the exercises in 
the way of readings, recitations and 
stories have been carefully planned 
they may become a veritable aesthetic 
treat to both teacher and pupils. 

It is a real delight to see a pupil, 
whether large or small, come forward 
willingly and decorously to entertain 
the others with a suitable recitation or 
song: and it must certainly have a 
refining effect on pupils of less soci- 
able or, perchance, of boorish disposi- 
tion, 

My Friday afternoons are distinct 
from other afternoons in the display of 
fresh pinafores and of Sunday neck-ties 
and hair-ribbons. There is a feeling of 
expectancy. The very atmos ° 
the room seems different. and I believe 
that interiorly there is a freshening up 
—or a desire for it—to correspond with 
the exterior.

The prevalence of system every where 
deyelopes the pupils sense of harmony. 
He will soon desire to bein accord wit 
his surroundings; and the manifesta- 
tion of this will bea greater gentleness 
and kindliness and a striving for the 
best in the effort to do better work. 

Nor should the teacher be out of har- 
mony with the surroundings. The 
children should be made to feel the 
charm of appropriate language, clear 
sympathetic tones, araceful and delib- 
erate movements, as well as of the taste- 
ful arrangement of one’s dress. 

Children are imitative and willing to 
see. with our eyes, and the things we 
deem beautiful and worthy our atten- 
tion and care will be deemed so by them 
—at first unconsciously, but more an 
more consciously as they develop until 
the taste and desire for beauty, both in 
surrouudings and in their own lives, 
becomes @ natural one. 

And it is worth while remembering 
that our efforts in the interest of the 
good, true and beautiful, though exerted 
disinterestedly for our pupils, are not 
last on ourselves. Our profession is of 
an elevating character, so far as we 
are personally concerned. We cannot 
lift pupils to a high moral plane unless 
our ideal of a noble and beautiful life 
points them still higher. We cannot 
inspire a love for the utiful without 
being. imbued with its spirit. And it 
may be safely said that the teacher 
who has given the full measure of con-

While all of there changes and 
provements have been taking place on 
the farm and in the barns and stables | 
very little progress has been made in 
that part of the homestead presided | 
over by the wife and daughters. it iw) 
trae. that some houses are planted | 
along modern lines Many kitchens 
are supplied with splendid ranges and | 
furnished with graniteware utensils | 
of many shapes and sizes. Some places | 
have cool, clean and comfortable dair- | 
jen with renning water and power 
supplied to tarn the separator and 
the churn. A few have homes with 
bath-reoms and atationary wash-tubs | 
and equipped throughout like the re- 
sidencea of their town and city 
friends. 


Aa you know, however, there are 
many farm homes in this Province 
whbre none of these things exist. 
Even among the well-to-do, those who 
owe no man @ cent and have comfort- 
able bank accounts, are to be found 
badly planned and poorly equipped 
dwellings. Many of them do not know 
how to remedy matters. They have a 
horror of émploying an architect, and 
never stop to think that a talk with 
a carpenter and « consultation with 
the mistress of the home would go 4 
long way towards improving present 
conditions. They have attended the 
Farmers’ Institute each season and 
carried away and put into practice 
many good ideas received there but 
they feel helpless when called upon to 
assist in the dairy, the poultry yard, | 
or the home. 

What Farmers’ Institutes have done 
for the farmers and the farms, Wo- 
men’s Institutes can do for the homes 
through the instrumentality of the 
wives and daughters. In Ontario we 
have been so busy cleaning up land 
and growing out of the log eabin per- 
iod, that we have had little time to 
attend to the development of the 
beautiful. about our homes. Now we 
are tree from the long grind, wood- 
piles are relegated to the rear. Vines 
now clamber over the porches, lawns, 
are cut and trees are planted along 
the lanes. Flowers are grown in 
front instead of vegetables, and auch 
homes become an expression of the 
culture of their inhabitants, and 
preach a sermon to the passer-by. 
From such homes the. boys do not 
rush away and choose some other pro- 
feasion in life; the girls do not yearn 
for the attractions of the towns and 
cities. 

The Government will give a grant 
of $10 each year to assist you in hold- 
ing your meetings, and the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will send you 
such literature as will be interesting 
to your members. I suggest that you 
apeak to some of your lady friends 
and discuss the advisabiity of start- 
ing an Institute in affiliation with the 
Farmers’ Institute now established in 
your riding. 

The rules and regulations are very 
simple.

80 thor- 
oughly did Lady Warwick organize and 
carry out her scheme that not only did 
the council of Reading college consent to 
recognize her hostel as a place of resi- 
dence for women students, bat also un- 
dertook to provide the necessary course 
of instruction for them, and they have 
additional advantages of visiting various 
farms and institutions, which are thrown 
open to them’ for practice and experi- 
ments in all branches of thelr work. 
Further advantage is afforded by its con- 
nection with the University of Oxford.—

Mary B. Wilkins. 

In an old fashioned farmhouse on a 
wide elm bordered street In the town of 
Randolph, Mase. tives Miss Mary E. 
Wilkins, one‘of America’s most fascinat- 
ing and successful writers of short sto- 
ries. In this homestead Miss Wilkins has 
lived since her early girlhood. In an artl- 
ele entitled “A New England Recluse,” 
contributed to Donahoe’s, Albert Doyle, 
who has had the privilege of visiting the 
author, gives a free hand sketch of ber 
as she appears at home, first paying the 
following compliment to the genius of 
her pen: 

“It is a joy to read her books. It Is 
like taking’ a breath of fresh, pure coun- 
try alr, fall of sweetness and laden with 
ordors of the wild grape and of new 
mown hay and of violets. You read of 
blue skica and green fields and white 
fields and honest, hardworking men -and 
hardworking, honest women and coun- 
try girls and boys, simple and lovable, 
like many whom we knew In the past. 
And that is the sad part of her stories. 
We cannot remember any of her charac- 
tere now living with us, yet we know we 
have met them In the dead days, and we 
grieve that they are gone and love the 
writer for bringing them back to ua.”

Fifteen iron ores from Eastern On- | 
tario were received for partial or com- 
plete examination as tosmelting value, 
on which 28 determinations were made. 
Of these determinations. 157 were done | 
forthe public. on which fees, aggregat-| 
ing $146.95 were collected, being about | 
one-half the regular custom rates. Tne} 
bureau of mines required 88 determina- 
tions during the month from the labora-

The samples sent in for identification 
or report as to probable commercial 
yalue numbered 16, on which nominal 
fees amounting to $9 were collected. 
Samples were brought to the laboratory 
by interested parties and examined as 
to probable yalue free of charge. 

he gold ores came trom the Michi- 
picoten, Wabigoon and Rat Portage 
districts, — there are deyelopments 
going on showing depcsits of aucifer- 
ous free-milling quartz, carrying pay- 
ing values in gold. The gold mills} 
working in these districts are giving 
satisfactory returns. especially those 
under experienced management. 
_ The nickle-copper ores came from the 
Sudbury district district, where there 
ig activity in development of properties, 
owing to the rapid increase of 40 per- 
cent in the manufacture of nickle-steel 
for armor plates. shaftings, bicycles 
and other machinery fittings requiring 
high tensile aeeenth. 

eports from parties interested in 
mica mining in Loughboro, Bedford 
and Hinchinbrook townships, Adding- 
ton county, go to prove that the indus- 
try is becoming important. This is 
probably the most profitable minine 
industry in the district, as it requires 
no expensive treatment, with cheap 
meth of securing the raw product. 
The dressed mica finds a ready cash 
sale for electrical purposes. 

The office has secured the services of 
Mr. C. W. Dickson, B.A., a recent 
graduate in chemistry of Queen's Col- 
lege,- Kingston, as first laboratory 
assistant. 

The laboratory has received for the 
past three months a largenumber of 
samples for check assay and analysis, 
or umpire work in settling disputes as 
to values. Considerable investments 
are at present bering made in iron, nickel, 
copper and gold properties in the Sud- 
bury, North Hastings, Michipicoten 
and Rainy River districts, on the 
strength of favorable reports on samples 
received for assay by the laboratory. 

On the contrary adverse reports on 
samples tested by the laboratory for 
intending purchasers have stop the 
sale gf several properties in Eastern 
Ontario and elsewhere, showing the 
absolute disinterestedness of the office, 

The office has received an enquiry 
from .thef Muncie Pulp Co., Muncie, 
Indiana, for niassive magnetic iron ore, 
running over 65 percent metallic iron 
and free from siliceous or pyritic matter. 
The magnetite is used in electrotytic 
decomposition of salts for bleaching 
“ange in the pulp works and must 

a good conductor of electricity. 
High prices will be paid for iron ore 
answering requirements. 

An enquiry was also received for 
properties of iron pyrites or ordinary 
mundic near railway facilities, from 
the Mines Contract and Inyestigation 
Co., Conada Lite Building, Toronto, 
Tron pyrites is used for the manufac- 
ture of sulphurous dioxed gas used 
extentiyely in bleaching wood pulp and 
paper, also for the manufacture of 
sulphuric acid or oil of vitrol. 

In this connection it is worthy ot note 
that several attempts haye been made 
to ship pyrites from deposits in Eastern 
Ontario, but the excessive [freight rates 
consumed all profits. The Laurentide 
Pulp Co., of Three Rivers, Que, mak- 
ing wood pulp and paper by the sulphite 
process, adyise the erection of small 
roasting plants at the mines and the 
shipping of condensed and liquified 
sulphurous gas in cast iron cylinders. 

An inquiry is also received from H 
Borner Yo., 15 Great St. Helens, 
Loudon, England, for iron ore rich 
enongh for export to England. 

The July issue of the Canadian Min- 
ing Review, Ottawa, the official organ 
of the incustry in Canada, contains an 
article on Mining in Eastern Ontario 
givine brief accounts of all working 
mines in the district and profusely 
illustrated with excellent cuts of opera- 
tions and miils erected. . 

Mr. Walter Wells recently visited 
the Deseronto iron smelter in the 
interests of the bureau of mines 
This furnace makes 88 tons of nigh 
grade charcoal pig iron as a daily 
average output, using the highest grade 
of Canadian and American ores with 
charcoal and limestone free from 
deleterous impurities. The product 
goes to England and Belgium besides! 
supplying home consumption.

WASHING CLOTHES. 


Clothes soaked over night are more 
readily loosened of dirt than if wash- 
ed without any preparation. 


Mend all rips and tears before al- 
lowing the clothes to go to the wash, 
and remove any stains, 


Prepare the clothes. for soaking in 
this manner: Sort them into three 
piles, the fine white pieces that are 
little soiled, the medium soiled pieces 
and the dark, heavy pieces: 


Fill tubs with tepid water, mixing 
dissolved soap shavings and washing 
soda well into the water. There 
should be three tubs, one for each 
pile of clothing. Allow the clothes to 
| soak over night. 


In the morning wring the clothes 


to their heroes, for the drillmaster 
tells his pupils what he saw with his 
own eyes, how he suffered, how he 
ounguered, how fine it all was; and 
the pupils are keen for a chance to 
do likewise.

THE PEKIN MASSACRE. 


Poreigeers Killed Their Owe Womee and 
Chligres te Preveat a Weree Pete Befall- 
tag Them —Native Christians Alao Ruth. 
lessly Desireyed — All Cirtea Aflame and 
Clameriag for the Death of the For- 
eigeers. 


London, Jaly 16.~—Confirmation of 
the awfal rumors in reference to Pekin 
has now been received from Shanghai. 
Sheng, the director of telegraphs, ob- 
tained audience of the whole Consular 
body on Saturday, and informed them 
that on or about June 80 the foreigners 
in the British Legation were annihil- 
ated. The information had reached 
him officially from the Governor of 
Shantung. It appears from the Goy- 
ernor of Shangtang’s own statement 
that the foreign inmates of the Lega- 
tion, including the women and child- 
ren, were so maddened by hunger that 
they resolved upon making a sortie on 
the night of June 80. The attack was 
unexpected by Gen. Lung, and. two 
hundred of his men were slain. In 
their attempt to cut their way through, 


the women and children were placed in|: 


the centre of a hollow square. After 
fighting madly for some time the 
deyoted little band realized that their 
valor was.in yain, and they were then 
reluctantly compelled to turn their 
revolvers on their women and children 
to saye them from a worse fate at the 
hands of the Boxers. General Lung 
battered the Legation buildings to 
ruins with his guns, and the Boxers, 
thirsting for blood, attacked the native 
Christian quarters, massacring all who 
would not join them, outraging women, 
braining children and burning the mis- 
sion buildings, and now all China is 
aflame and clamoring for the death of 
“the foreign deyils” everywhere. 
Sheng asserts that Prince Tuan is the 
realauthor of the massacres. There is 
still some confusion as to the exact 
date on which the massacre was per- 
petrated, The London Daily ail 
account puts the date at July 6. 

One thing is certain, however, and 
that is that the white men died at the 

st of daty and honor, and it is matter 
or congratulation, under the awful cir- 
cumstances, that. white women and 
children died at the hands of their 
loved ones. Prince Ching, it seems, 
did endeavor to help the Legations by 
forwarding food supplies, and this 


action so enraged Prince Tuan that he M 


determined to attack him. .A desperate 
battle ensued, with the result that 
Prince Chine’s forces were routed, and 
itis believed that Ching himself was 
killed, 

THE STORY OF THE PEKIN HORROR.. 


It was about the inning of June 
that the cables began tell the story 
of the Boxer rising, and| the representa- 


tives of the civilized world gathered at} h 


Pekin, learning that the\movement was 
coming towards the Chinese capital, 
and realizing that the [Ayqoetiies of 
the populace were with the Boxers, ani 
that a strong anti-foreign feeling was 
abroad, which might lead to a danger- 
ous situation for thémselves, appealed 
to their respective governments for 

uards. A few hundred men were 

ereupon sent up from the. ships in 
harbor at Taku, at the mouth of the 
river Peiho, on which Pekin stands. 
These men were allowed to enter with- 
out opposition, although the situation 
for foreigners had at that time even 
become desperate. Miss Hattie Ruth- 
erford, a Toronto lady who is a mission- 
ary in Pekin, writing on June 2 to her 
parents at home in the course of a 
letter recently printed in The Globe, 
mentioned that an encounter had been 
feared between the men thus sent to 
the assistance of the Legations and the 
Chinese soldiers or populace, in which 
case the missionaries had expected the 
populace toturn uponthem. The Lega- 
ations continued to send warnings and 
to appeal for further aid, and about the 
10th of June Admiral Seymour of tite 
British fleet, with a force of 2,000 men 
started for Pekin from Tientsin, a great 
city lying a few miles up the river, 
The distance from Pekin was about 75 
miles. The force was at once vehem- 
ently opposed both by Boxers and by 
Chinese regular troops. Admiral Sey- 
mour’s communications were cut behind 
him, and he was himself unheard of for 
over a fortnight, Meantime he pene- 
trated to within ten miles of Pekin, 
when he found further progress impos- 
sible. Dense hordes of Chinese sur- 
rounded him, and, with little food and 
hampered by many wounded, he fought 
his way back to within ten miles of 
Tientsin, where at the the end of June 
he was himself relieved by a second 
composite force sent out by the Euro- 
pean allies.. Hope of saving the Lega- 
tions was practically abandoned from 
that moment. No further news came 
from the Legations until word arrived 
of the murder of the German minister, 
Herr Von Ketteler, which was con- 
firmed by a message despatch on the 
25th by Sir Robert Hart, who said he 
feared the British Legation was about 
to be finally attacked. Although no 
definite word to that effect has come, it 
is generally understood that all the 
European population in Pekin, some 
1.500 or 1,600 souls, gathered in the 
British Legation, which was the best 
suited for defence. The runner who 
brought Sir Robert Hart's message 
stated that at that time the foreigners 
were making a last stand in the exten- 
sive buildings and encloeures of the 
British Legation. They had many 
dead and wounded. Among them were 
some women and children. All were 
short of food, even of the commonest 
necessaries. The foreigners were hold- 
ing out under a terrific fire, upheld by 
the hourly expestation of relief. ‘They 
were unable to return the fire of the 
Chinese, except at moments _w an 
assault seemed imminent. Then the 
machine guns and repeating rifles tore 
the storming parties to pieces. The 
messenger expressed the belief 
would be impossible for the f 
to resist much-longer, as the 
were preparing to batter down the walls 
of the court-yard.

There were signs of a struggle be- 
tween the old man and woman, as her 
throat showed finger prints, he evi- 
dently trying to strangle her first, 
then completing his wark by means 
of a hammer, as her head was badly 
battered.

Upwards of @ne Handred Hiliten Foe pir 
Carried ta Canada, 

Mr. George Johnson, the Dominion 
Mtatietiolian, has compiled some in- 
teresting figures about the electric 
railwaya of Oamada. During the year 
ended December 31, 1899, the 632 miles 
of track were so used that the total 
number of miles run by oara waa 29,- 
646,847. 

The number of passengers carried 
was over one hundred and four mil- 
lions, namely, 104,083,659. Thia is equal 
to carrying every man, woman, and 
child in the Do ion twenty times. 

The mileage run jand the passengers 
oarried show that\for each mile run 
the electrics carried 31-2 passengers. 

Compared with the previous year 
the number of passengers carried in- 
creased nearly 91-2 millions, and the 
number of miles fun by over a million; 
the passengers carried per mile run 
inoreased from $1-2 to 41-2. The 
number of transfers given in Toronto 
was over 101-3 millions. These are 
not included in the total of passengers 
carried, 

The amount of paid-up oapital in- 
vested in electrio railways ia §21,700,- 
000. 
The steam reilways in 1899 carried 
16,168,191 passengers, rugning « train 
milage of 26,202,859, thus making an 
average of 11-2 passengers per mile. 

The electric cars traveled over 41-3 
million more miles than the passenger 
and mixed traina of the steam rail- 
ways. Together the steam and elec- 
tric railways carried over 120 million 
passengers, and the proportion waa 
about 13 by steam to 87 by electrivity.

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IT IS A PAPER ARMY. 


That of China Seemingly Vast and Whelly 
Cae lens. 

Although’ China has two armieé; 
neither of these ls known aa the Im- 
perial army. There is an army for, 
eaoh provinge. Thie body, knowa aa 
the Army of Eight Banners, containa 
nominally about three hundred thou- 
sand men, who are descendants of the 
Manchu conquerora and their allies. 
Of these about elghty thousand are 
maintained on a war footing, and are 
divided into three groups, Mongols, 
Chinese and Manchua, and form an 
hereditary profession within which in- 
termarriage is compulsory. Of thease 
hereditary soldiers about four thou- 
gand are usually stationed at Pekin 
as an Imperial Guard. 

The national army is called Ying- 
pang. This body is known as the 
“ Green Glags,” and the “ Five Camps,’ 
it being divided into five distinct 
parts. This army im subdivided mto 
eighteen corps, one of each province, 
and is under the immediate command 
of the Governor-General or Viceroy. 
The nominal strength of thia nation- 
ial army is about six hundred thou- 
sand, but of this number only about 
two hundred thousand are available 
for war. The Tientsin army corps is 
the most important, and has about 
thirty-five thousand men. These have 
been drilled by foreign officers, and 
have modern arms and equipment, 
and do garrison and polices duty at 
Tientsin and at Taku. The “ mercen- 
ary troops,” play an important part 
in the Chinese military system. Then 
theme are the Mongolian cavalry and 
other irregular cavalry, numbering 
about twenty thousand, which have 
been desoribed by foreign. observers aa 
“of no military value.” The total land 
army on @ peace footing is estimated 
at three handred thousand men, and 
om a war footing at about a million; 
but the army as a whole, according 
to the same autharity, haa no umity 
or cohesion; there is no proper dis- 
cipline; the drill ia*mere physical ex- 
ercise ; the wea are long since ob- 
asvlete, and eterno transport, com: 
missariat or medical service. There 
are, though, several arsenals main- 
tained by differen”  «rovinces where 
war material in the shave of guna and 
ammunition, is made and atored. The 
largest of these arsenals is at Shang- 
hai, and is m-«iern in its equipment, 
being organized by Europeans and in 
charge of two Englishmen; the oth- 
er arsenals are those of Tientain, Nan- 
king, Hankow, Fooohew, Canton and 
Chingtu. At many of these abso- 
lutely useless war. material is turned 
out—fitting companent parts of what 
goes to make up a useless military 
organization,

child is sot for one moment consider- 
ing his good; she is simply indulging 
‘berself. Onoe let the little will gain 
precedence and ft will bold away and 
not relinquish it without a struggle, 
Then as tbe child grows older, bareh 
measures must be employed to curb 
him.” 

She adviess being ayatmatic and 
punctual in everything that is done 
forthe baby. The chief things neces. 
sary for his development are exercise, 
air, food, cleanliness and sleep. 

“An important exercise, which too 
often the poor infant is not allowed to 
indulge in, is a healthy cry. Every 
healthy baby should indulge every day 
in @ certain amount of crying, good 
healthy screams, during which he must 


draw in his breath and bold it for sev. | 


eral seconds, thus expanding the lungs 
te the utmost and & this way 
strengthening the lung tissue. A good 
sherp cry \s the only thing that will 
do this. 

It will thus be seen that the baby 
that “never cries” is the lazy young- 
ster who is not doing his share toward 
his own development. His parents 
should feel apologetic for him, inatead 
of considering him superior te the com. 
mon run of babies. ‘ 

“Do not take bim up and walk the 
floor, rock, or feed him every time he 
wakes. Rocking, walking, and ¢on- 
stant amusement are all bad for him, 
tending to overstrain the nerves. The 
child will seon orave constant amune- 
ment, and in a short time you will 
have a restless baby whose nerves 
must be kept strung to the highest 
pitch all the time. A collapse is sure 
to follow.” 

After remarking about the imp. 
tance of airing the room in which the 
child is kept, so that be can breathe 
pure air constantly, after some in- 
junctions regarding the daily bath, 
which should be given in the morning 
not less than an hour after feeding, 
and insisting on regular hours for 
feeding, Mra, Wheeler continues: 

“After baby has had his food and 
has been made comfortable, lay him 
on his bed and leave him there. If he 
should look aroun a little to acquaint 
himself with his sirroundings, talk to 
himaelf or even cry @ little, let him 
enjoy it without watson Do not 
think it necessary! to humor him, or 
that a church yard stillness muat pre. 
vail. Ordinary household noises ‘will 
net distress thé baby. It is only a 
sudden sound coming out of profound 
stillness which startles and awakens 
the child. * * : 

“It the baby wakes and cries do not 
hurry to him at once. Waita few min. 
utes; he may grow quiet and fall 
asleep. Ht the crying still continues 
go to him and look him over carefully 
for any signs of discomfort, not forget. 
ting to see if his feet and hands are 
warm. If no cause for the fretfulness 
oan be found turn him to ory it out, 
The struggle, if there is any at all, 
will be a short one. 

“Make it a castiron rule that no 
visitors, family or otherwise, shall be 
allowed to disturb the child after the 
is put in his crib and the lights turned 
down for the night.”

Inconsequence of a big purchase of 
fibre made recently in New York, ata 
greatly reduced price, by the warden of 
Kingston penitentiary, and as the 
resorts regarding the coming harvest in 
the north-west are not too reassuring 
it has been determined to give the far- 
mers of Canada every chance to bay 
their binder twine this year at the prices 
which prevailed prior to the trouble in 
the Philippines. The price of Manila 
twine in small lots to the farmer has 
been placed at nine cents per pound. 
By a number of farmers clubbing | 
together and buying a ton lot they can | 
get their twine for eight and a-half 
cents,ani as the north-west farmers 
are laraer buyers then their oastern 
brethren a further stand is offered them.

SITUATION IN CHINA. | 


The Chinese officials continue to 
affirm the safety of the foreign. minis- 
ters at Pekin. Shen, the director of 
telegraphs. has sent to the foreign gov- 
erpments a statement to the effect that 


under secretaries to see the foreign min- 
isters, which he had done, ant found 
them all safe and well, with the excep- 
tion of the German minister. Thedate 
on which the under secretary saw the 
foreign ministers is said to have been 
July 18, the same date as that of a mes- 
sage received at Washington from U.S. 
Minister Conger stating that the for- 
eigners were in the British legation 
under shot and shell from Chinese 
troops, and that quick relief only could 
prevent general massacre. This sug- 
gests, as perhaps it was intended to do, 
that inasmuch as it was through the 
Chinese foreign office that Mr. Conger’s 
message was transmitted, that it was 
while securing that message that the 
under secretary saw and ascertained 
the safety of the ministers, An imperi- 
al edict issued at Pekin July 17th 
deplores the assassination of the chan- 
cellor of the Japanese legation and of 
the German minister and foreign mis- 
sionaries, and commands all officials 
everywhere throughout the empi 
t all foreigners.

Hung Chang as to the consequences of 
sending the international forces to 
Pekin from Tientsin, they will take 
that course unless the ministers and 
foreigners are returned safe and sound 
to Tientsin. The ministers themselves 
haye u the sending of foreign forces 
to their relief as their only hope of 
escape from massacre, Even in case 
the ministers are sent in safety to Tient- 
sin, Germany will bave a score to settle 
which may necessitate the occupation 
by foreign troops of Pekin. 


GIGANTIC PLOT FEARED, 


A special cable from London to the 
Toronto mail and Empire on Sunday, 
signed by H. K. Chamberlain savs : 
There is one explanation of the Pekin 
po, pte which so accords with Orien- 
tal cunning that it is giving European 
governments the greatest concern, It 
is necessary to bear in mind that all 
the news of the past ten days has 
tended to show that there exists a 
dominant, ruthless mind in Pekin, 
which is controlling the situation with 
absolute authority and diabolical 
cleverness. Belated letters from public 
and private sources in China, inclad- 
ing the French and Japanese minsters. 
tell of the suspicion or conviction of 
the writers that some gigantic and 
ferocious plot is being consummated. 

It is known and confessed by the 
Chinese themselves that there is free 
communication between this arbitrary 
authority at the capital, whatever and 
whoever it is, and the ee 
throughout the empire. The hostili- 
ties against Russia were undertaken 
with thorough military precision, and 
the action of Li-Hung-Chang. the 
wiliest of them all, justifies the suspic- 
ion that he is carefully playing an 
assigned part in the plans to fling the 
utmost resources of Asia against the 
western world. 

. Furthermore, it is important in seek- 
ing the motive of Chinese conduct to

Tientsin and hold the city. Their 
plans having partially miscarried, ow- 
ing to Admira!

CLEANING’ STRAW MATTING. 
A good many housekeepers prefer to 


| use matting in the summer instead | 


of carpet, and they certainly are cool-

Old matting can be freshened up and 
made to look almost new, if wiped 
off properly. If you take up your 
matting the best way to care for it 
is to shake each width separately, 
then sweep it off until it looks free 
froin dust. If the ends of the 
ting are not bound one should tie. 
the warp, which saves the straw from | 
ravelling, and this follows after beat- | 
ing or shaking the breadths. After 
your matting is tacked down evenly 
and carefully with matting tacks, 
then to freshen it up like new, get a 
bucket of warm water and a box of, 
pearlline and dissolve enough in it to | 
make a good suda, and as one pailfull | 
becomes dark and toy dusty to use 
mike fresh suds.

Scalloped Fish—Shred any — boiled 
fish that may have been left over, 
being careful to take out the small 
bones and pleces of skin. Mix with 
cream sauce, made by melting two 
dessertspoonfuls of tutter, and ad- 
ding three of flour while melting, 
and enough milk to make the desired 
quantity of sauce. Flavor with a 
tablespoonful of grated parmesan 
cheese, salt and pepper. Fill scallop 
hells with the m'xture, sprinkle with 
fine bread or cracker crumbs, and 
bake for ten mintues, or until brown. 

Curried Veal.—Boll a piece of lean 
veal until tender, cut it in small 
pleces, and mix with the curry sauce. 
Fry a chopped shallot in butter till 
a rich brown, add a little flour and 
the same quantity of curry powder, 
moisten with a little brown stock and 
add salt to taste, after boiling up the 
sauce let it simmer for three-quarters 
of an hour. Strain, and when cold, 
stir into it the veal and reheat siowly; 
add a little lemon juice, and serve 
with a border of boiled rice. 

Chicken Soup.—Toake tho remains of 
a roast chicken, break the bones 
armall, and put in a saucepan with one 
and a quarter pints of water, a little 
parsley, a small piece of bacon, an 
onion, a carrot, salt and pepper to 
taste.

now in a statement which has been 
made by a distinguished chemist, to 
the effect that if oremation should 
ever become a universal practice the 
world’s supply of coal would sp-<d- 
ily be exhausted. Thix chamist is 
Professor Clemens Winkler, of Sax- 
ony, and his statement ie the result 
The 
worki’s population, he says, consists 
of about 1,550.000,000 persons, and of 
thease about 91,000,000 die every year. 
Now, M all theme bodies ware to be 
eremated, the amount of coal which 
would be used for this purpose would, 
be maintains, be 14,849,000, or, in 
round numbers, 15,000,000 tons. 

Many yeara, however, he admits, are 
likely to elapse before the entire world 
decides to substitute cremation for 
the prevailing method of burial) and, 
therefore, Instead of laying stress on 
what is likely to happen in this far 
distant time, he draws attention to 
certain statistics which are of more 
immediate interest. There are, he 
says, 160 cities in the world each 
of which has a population exceeding

It is now about six years since the — 
bubonic plague began ite advance 
from its permanent home in Central 
Asia to the seaport towns of China 
and India. In the interval it has be- | 
come very generally distributed over | 
the world. According to common re-) 
port, it is. now domiciled in the Chinese 
quarter of San Franoisoo; and. it is) 
not at all improbable thal cases have 
occurred elsewhere in the United 
States, but have not been recognized 
by the physicians who treated them. 

There is, however, no cause for 
alarm in this, for even were there 
outbreaks of the disease in all large 
cities, no one who lives in cleanly sur- 

froundings and is personally clean 
| would be in real danger. Plague is 
‘ pre-eminently a filth disease, affect- 
ing chielfy rats and other vermin and 
the human beings who, like them, live 
in nolsome holes, It shuns the open 
air and sunlight. 

In the cities of the far East, where 
it has been raging as an epidemic for 
many yeara, acarcely any white per- 

i eons have been attacked, except phy- 
sicians and nurses who are in daily 
contact with the disease; and even of 
those, exposed as they are, compara-~ 
tively few have suffered. According 

| to thoae who have had most to do with 
the epidemics in those parts, plague 
is one of the easiest diseases to con- 
trol where it is possible to enforce 
sanitary rules. Isolation of those at- 
tacked, the destruction—by fire, if 
possible—of everything that has come 
in contact with the sick, extermina- 
tion, as far as y ba, of rats, a 
generous use of soap and water and 
opening up of dark places to the air 
and sunlight are fatal to the spread 
of plague. 

It iw because these measures are im- 
possible of éxecution among the fil- 
thy and ignorant hordes inhabiting 
‘the slams of China and Indian cities, 

} that the plague thrives there, There 


'is doubtless room for cleanliness in 
certain parts of many of our cities, 
| but the conditions are in no way com~ 
parable with those that exist in the 
| home of the plague, and there is ev- 
lery réason to believe that a serious 
outbreak of the d/aease is impossible in 
this country.
